FIRST TRIAL 


It received its first trfal at normal 
helglits.

“Our experiments in investigating 
high altitudes indicate . that in the 
stratosphere o high content of 
metastable nitrogen may be found 
and that it might set up a violent 
chemical reaction that would be 
seriously damaging to present-day 
airplane metals. “I do not know 
what the reactlon on airplane 
Duralumin might be, but we do know 
that metastable nitrogen, which has 
un enormous amount of energy jn it, 
releases its energy in contact with 
aluminium,” 


The extent to which the nitrogen 
my be found and, hence, the 
aon ousness of its potential threat to 
t Biosphere filghts, was not de- 
er nined by Dr, Kuplan. He reveal- 
ed, however, that laboratory tests 
have uncovered “plenty of it in 
RHW higher altitudes, where radlo 
and aurora effects are active. 


This aren is estimated at between 
50 and 150 miles above the carth's 
surface. ‘ 


“As flights In the trae statosphere, 
above the sub-stratusphere, become 
more assured, the aircraft industry 
will do well to intensively study 
reaction of metals under laboratory 
conditions that are possible to repro- 
duce high-altitude  cffccts," the 
Physicist. warned. 


STRATOSPHERE ANALYSIS 


He explained that already, he has 
under way*an anniytical study of 
upper altitudes, made possible by a 
laboratory reproduction of the

Graft and corruption are ugly 
words. ‘They are, none the less, 
frequently encountered in con- 
nection with certain branches of 
the Hongkong Government ser- 
vice. Whether the allegations 
go freely made have any sub- 
stance in fact or not, there does 
persist amongst the public a 
strong belief in the existence

secret, system of graft and ex- 
tortion involving employees of 
more than one Government De- 
partment. So firmly held is this 
view that ‘it is high time. its 
correctness or otherwise were 
subjected to the most rigorous 
scrutiny. To mention only one 


_jaspect of the question, ‘et us 


take the matter of the known 
existence in thé Colony of hun- 
dreds of illegal establishments, 
of a certain type. Rumour has 
it—and so insistent is the story 
that. it is dificult to ignore it— 
that the inmates of these places 
contribute regular monthly 
sums to a fund which is said 
to be handed‘ over to some ir- 
dividual who’ keeps well'in the 
background, and who, in turn, 
distributes, by indirect methods, 
the money, amounting to some 
thousands of dollars monthly, to 
Government employees. This is 
stated to be only one of many 
methods adopted by  law- 
breakers to secure immunity 
from prosecution. There may, 
in actual fact, be little justifica- 
tion for these charges; we 
would hesitate to make mention 
of them but for their wide- 
spread circulation and the cir- 
cumstantial manner in‘ which 
they are retailed. If the stric- 
tures are unwarranted, then, in 
fairness to Governmént servants 
and Departments to whom they 
might .be unjustly applied, the 
fact should be'made clear by 
investigation. On the other 
hand, if there -be any truth 
{nthe charges, the need 
for inquiry becomes all the 
greater. Should the Govern- 
ment ifself be unable to discover 
the facts—although it is dificult 
to beliove that, if such practices 
exist, high officials of the De- 
partments concerned can be 
wholly unaware of ‘the evil— 
the task niight well be entrusted 
to an Unoiliclal Commission.

Its Revival 


It is suid that it was the Kings of 
Calicut and Quillon’ on the Malabar 
side who were responsible for this 
Kathakali type of dancing; at least, 
there is no doubt that this system 
flourished under their direct 
patronage from the Sixteenth 
Century onwards. Naturally, there- 
fore, it became o fashion with the 
members of the arlstecracy to have 
troupes of thelr own in a small way, 
just as the Kings had, and _ there 
was keen rivalry amongst the Rulers 
of the different kingdoms on. the 
Malabar coast. This rivalry has 
been responsible for the great per- 
fection renched and the world has 


‘benefitted thereby, and Art received 


needed encouragement. 

But after atime the Art seemed 
to remain ina moribund state, owing, 
‘to the unsettled times although — it 

did not die out. . Even during those - 
days of woe, the devotees maintained

THE STORY 
FAME~A WOMAN’S WHIM- 
THEN DEATH IN A. 
DEBTOR’S PRISON 


THE majority of us are 

largely familiar with the 
name Staffordshire which 
recalls the smoking kilns of 
many a pottery manufactur- 
ing eentre—Burslem, Stoke- 
on-Trent, Longton, Hanley; 
but few of us who reside in 
the Far East can denomin- 
ate any locality which could 
be considered the Oriental 
counterpart of our English 
potters’ towns. Yet, there 
are in South China, two 
famous centres of the cera- 
mie industry — King-teh- 
ch’én and Shek-waan. 

The former is situate in the 
province of Kwangsi, and is one 
of the most prospcrous cities in 
the Middle Kingdom, In fact, 
so numerous are ° the kilns in 
King-teh-ch’en that the poet 
Longfellow ‘described .it as the 
city of “ten thousand chimneys, 
ard, moreover, from here comes 
practically all the porcelain 
which is exported from the 
country, Indeed, so vast is the 
quantity that the West long 
since learned to bestow , upon 
the products of King-teh-ch en's 
kilns the distinctive name of 
“Chinaware.” 

Shek-wann, on the other hand, Is 
not so well-known, although — its 
potteries have been active for several 
centuries. This fs n town In the dis- 
trict of Naum-hoi, about a score of 
miles from the city of Canton, The 
wares produced by the kilns of this 
place have been {nmous amongst the 
Chinese since the beginning of the 
Ming: period (circa 1368 A. D.) and 
umbrace every category of the pot- 
ter's art, from the prosaic pot of the 
Chinese kitchen {o — exquisitely 
modelled figures of men and animals. 
The latter are, in their way, mur 
vels of the modeller's art, as excep- 
tonal care Js tuken in the manipula- 
tion of the plastic material in-order 
to Insure proportion which will not 
offend the artistic eye. This careful 
observance of anatomy, together 
with the thick, flocculent and parti- 
coloured glazes employed, have ren- 
dered these clay figures immensely 
popular. It is, Indeed, to such wares 
that Shek-waan owes its fame, and 
the modellers are ensily amongst the 
most skilful of all the artisans of 
China, 

There have been many) men 
dn the employ of the Shek-waan pot- 
teries who have gained more than 
loca) reputation for the studied ¢ex- 
cellence -of thelr modeled figures, 
and of these arulsts, perhaps the 
most celebrated was one who was 
truly a master in his craft, His sad 
downfall through debsuchery — in 
oplum, which eventually culminated 
in his death at the age of 55 in a 
debtor's prison last year, is a poignant 
tragedy of Chinese Hfe. 

This artist was the favourite pupil 
of.the great) master Wong P'ing, 
himself a notable modeller, and. 

. Breally esteemed amongst Chinese 
connoisseurs for his faithful. repre- 
sentations of . ducks and other 
‘ barn-yard fowls, (See picture), 

But the pupil easily surpassed his 
master, and for years there were 
turned out by his skilled. hands a 
succession of charming figures in 
elay—men © and women In_ their 
happy, cure-free moods, children 
playing with fowls ond animals; in

To one of such 
a disposition, marriage to a simple 
artist would soon pall and as the 
Ilfe in the potters’ town offered little 
opportunitics for ‘indulging in a 
Bohemian existence, she  specdily 
became miserable. Her husband 
tried to cheer her and urged her to 
‘take oan interest In hls work; but 
she speedily became surfeited in 
watching him day after day silting 
at his work-bench—modelling paltry 
things of clay. Indeed, his assidu- 
ous devotion to his eraft Srritated 
the lady, and she.constantly chided 
him about it. eventually telling him 
that he must choose between -his 
loved work and her beautiful self. 
The poor husband was in a dilem- 
mr, as he truly. loved his pretty 
wife, and at last, wearied by her 
importunities, he ylelded to her 
wishes ond then followed a few 
short years of reckless spending !n 
the pursuit of frivolous pleasure. At 
length, his own savings being ex- 
hausted, the artist, with gay in- 
souclance and careless heed of the 
future, borrowed here and there, un- 
til shortly he was hopelessly in debt, 
and he could borrow no further, 
Then, being no longer able to 
Brant the, Insatiable desires of his 
pretty concubine for fAnery and 
luxurious 
terest in his once well-loved craft 
being entirely dissipated, he, like 
many another In similar position, 
took.to opium. His sole desire now 
became the solnce of the poppy and 
in his drugged dreams he beheld 
himself once more the great master 
and he saw his numbed fingers turn- 
ing out again the flgures that , he 
once loved, But alas, such a boun- 
den slave did he become ta the 
“black earth" that he bexan to pawn 
his clothing and the pots and uten- 
sils of his alrendy impoverished 
houschold, Soon he had no funds 
with which to buy good opium and 
had’ to conlent “himself with smoking 
the dross.

Using the 100-inch telescope 
to’ bridge 1,152,000,000,000,000 
(CQ) miles of space, director 
Walter S. Adams found that 
most of the star’s reddish Nght 
comes from deep.insido of its in- 
terior rather than from the sur- 
face. : 


This harmonizes with the belief 
that giant stars, in contrast witin 
the solid earth, are vast bubbles 
of rarified yas;'1,000 times’ more 
nobulous than ‘air itself, 

Astronomers concluded : that the 

outer regions of the big star are too 
hazy to create much light. Most of 
the starlight Is belleved to come from 
the denser core millions of miles be- 
neath the’ surface. : 
- Betelgeuse, a bright twinkle above 
Orfon’s belt, is the third largest star 
in the heavens. The sun could be 
placed in its centre and the carth 
would have plenty of'room to swing 
in its normal orbit, 180 millfon miles 
away, with the millions of miles to 
spare. ‘ 

Dr. Adams used a powerful spcc- 
_tograph to analyze tho light: from 
the star. Betelgcuse is so for away 
that its light took 102 years to reac! 
the telescope and‘ Ught travels fast 
enough to circle the earth seven times 
in one second,

i ne observatory’s announcement,

“Many of the dark spectral lines 
produced by absorption of light in

“MEMORIAL TO ADMIRAL 
PHILLIP 


TABLET UNVEILED IN BATH. 
ABBEY | 


Bath, June 3. 

The memory of Admiral Arthur 
Phillip, RN. founder ard first 
Governor of Australia, was honoured 
to-day when a tablet was unveiled 
in Bath Abbey by Lord Wakefield, 
Alderman of the Ward_ of Bread 
Strect, London, where Phillip was 
born. ‘The Admiral spent his last 
years jn Bath, where he died In 1814. 
Ilis grave was discovered 40 years nfo 
in the ‘churchyard of Bathampton, 
and before the unvelling ceremony 
in Bath Abbey Lord Wakefield and 
the Mayor of Bath (Mr. W. F. Long) 
visited the churchyard to” place a 
wreath on his grave.. 

In Bath Abbey Lord Wakefield said 
that they were united in affectionate 
remembrance of a great man who, at 
the close of a life of splendid and un- 
selfish service to humanity, lived his 
last days as a citizen of Bath. To 
Arthur Phillip, to his courage and 
wisdom, his sense of justice, and his 
resourcefulness in face of difficulty 
and hardship, they owed the emer- 
gence of no great people, partners in 
the Empire. It was resolved that 
his memory should be honoured tn 
the Motherland as it was honoured in 
the great Commonwealth of Austra- 
lia, of which he was the founder. To 
that end, and In thankfulness to the 
Almighty fora life so rich in achieve- 
ment, the city and people of Bath 
had ercated the memorial which he 
now unveiled.
